THE DEPARTMENT AND BALTIMORE CITY MAY NOT INITIATE AN

ENFORCEMENT ACTION OR CIVIL SUIT AGAINST A FACILITY IN BALTIMORE CITY
THAT ACCEPTS FOR RECYCLING CONSTRUCTION DEBRIS AND DEMOLITION
DEBRIS THAT CONTAINS A MIXTURE OF CONCRETE, BRICK, AND LUMBER, IF THE
LUMBER DOES NOT EXCEED 10% BY VOLUME OF THE MIXTURE OF CONCRETE,
BRICK, AND LUMBER.
